Gladly Hail Chance to Quit Trenches 
for Open Warfare. 


At the Head of Predeal Pass, Ruman- 
ian Frontier, With General von Falk- 
onhayn's -"^rniy, Oct. 18.~(By courier to 
Berlin, via I^ondon, Oct. 24.—10:25 a. 
m.)—In yesterday's battle around Pro- 
deal pass, the Associated l\es3 corres- 
pondent 
visited 
various 
German and 
Himgarian battery positions, where th>; 
men, undisturbed 
by 
Rumanian fire, 
kept up a fearful bombardment of the 
opposing positions. 
The men went at 
their work in aJmost a holiday spirit, 
for it is with a sense of deep relief thi\t 
the Germans and Hungarians here, ofli- 
cers and men alike, have left behind 
them the trench warfare of other regions 
and thrown themselves into open air 
maneuvers against tlie" Rumanians. 
It 
was scarcely bdievcable that after two 
years of strenuous life at the front, in- 
fantrj'men should rush to the assault 
with songs, yet it is a fact to which 
the universal feeling here of dealing with 
a foe who has yet to learn every trick 
of modern warfare, contributes much.

Rumanian infantry still held on for a 
time, but finally broke across the slope 
like a swarm of ants as the German and 
Himgarian infantrv came in view. Ger- 
man artillery followed up the fleeing 
Rumanians with shrapnel and the man 
ner in which the fire pursued the Ru- 
manians appeared almost uncanny. The 
Predeal battle was not remarkable for 
severity of artillery fire or other action, 
but great interest centers in it because

We have not yet stopped 
growing, but the city is moving farther 
away from us to the east and south, and 
meanwhile some of the beet land around 
Fort Wayne—land that would make an 
ideal location for our people—is lying 
idle for want of approaches. 
,Now for 
the first time the Wayne Ivnitting mills 
can see possibilities opening up for the 
development of west end building sites 
suitable for our emplo3'es, because this 
improvement will not only open up con- 
siderable unimproved land in the

mediate .neighborhood, but will also be 
the 
beginning 
of

thoroughfares 
leading to the southern and other sec- 
tions of the citj'. 


"We are not only in hearty accord 
with the proposed plans for developing 
the land along the hillsides as far as 
the Country club, but we . want also to 
put all the 
influence and 
claims 
for 
recognition 
attaching 
to 
the 
Wayne 
Knitting mills and Thieme Bros, com- 
pany, squarely behind the project. This 
improvement will probably settle for a 
long 
time to come 
the 
question 
of 
whether 
or not 
the 
Wayne 
Knitting 
mills shall open up an important branch 
in some large neighboring city like De- 
troit or Cleveland. 
We have been held 
back in oxir growth very much in the 
pa.st five or ten years because of condi- 
tions mentioned in this communication. 


"Up to the present time the Wayne 
Knitting mills has demanded little and 
received little from the government of 
the city of Fort .Wayne. 
Tliat we are 
entitled to recognition 
is clearly

denced by the

to upwards of 2,000 people, besides pay- 
ing out over $200,000 per year in divi- 
dends and interest on Fort Wayne capi- 
tal.

Politics or 
Business? 


It is expected at "Wasliington that within a very few days Pres- 
ident Wilson will announce the personnel of the tariff commission, the 
"board recently created by congress to make a non-partisan study of 
the tariff problem and to submit its conclusions for the guidance of 
the law-makers in the future. It may fairly be expected, too, that 
this board will be composed of big, broad-guaged, capable men who 
will rise completel}^ above the realm of partisan politics and apply 
simple business sense to the problems before them. Nor should it be 
forgotten at tliis time that it was the "Wilson administration that 
took this advanced step as a part of its very definite and well-accom- 
plished program of advanced legislation. 


The attitude of the two great parties on the tariff affords a con- 
trast that is particularly striking and interesting just at this time. 
Mr. JHughes has been far too busy with his carping criticism of the 
president to devote a great deal of attention to the tariff in the pres- 
ent campaign. His tariff discussions have been merely incidental to 
his denunciation of everything the president has done as altogether 
wrong. But not so with Mr. Fairbanks and the lesser lights of the re- 
publican oratorical coterie. Far and wide, early and late, long and 
loudly thej^ are proclaiming a purpose to return to olden days and 
the reinstatement of the high larift' barons in power. They are ap- 
pealing^once more for a return to the conditions that led to popular 
revolt a few years ago because burdens had become unbearable. 


On the other hand we have the president preparing to name the 
tariff commission and to put into effect the new law providing for a 
business-like study of the tariff problem and the application of sched- 
ules which shall be based on business sense rather than on political ex- 
pedienc,y—on the needs of the country rathe# than in the interest of 
those who would amass fabulous wealth by this form of extortion. 
.We submit that at this juncture the average man, dependent on his 
own resources and his own exertions and Avithout the prospcct of 
special privilege granted by the favor of liigh protection, will have 
little difficulty in speedily concluding that his interests lie in the sup- 
port of the tariff program proposed by President Wilson.

A PROPOSED ECONOMY. 


The police are once more devoting some well-directcd attention 
to pool rooms where minors are permitte4 to loaf and to play in 
direct violation of the laAv, and where surroundings and practices are 
calculated to give the boy a fine start down the slippery highway to 
more serious crime. And most of them do not escape it. There may 
be pool rooms in which the law is rigidly observed, where minors are 
"barred and where no gambling is permitted. Unfortunately, there are 
apparently many more of the other class. None know better than the 
police, too, that spasmodic attention to these places will be of little 
permanent benefit. The only hope of improvement worth while lies in 
»elentless inspection and drastic action where it is found the law is 
l)eing transgressed. When law-breaking is made unprofitable, there 
will be much less of it attempted. 


Indianapolis, Ind., Oct. 24.—To the 
Editor of The Sentinel: 
In view of the 
increased and increasing- cost of living 
I propose the economy of keeping well. 
It costs nothing to ^veep well and cosis 
like thunder to be sick. The practical- 
money-making life insurance 
people 
say: 
"At any time there are 250,000 
more or less sick persons in the state, 
and ten to twelve thousand preventable 
deaths 
occur 
in 
Indiana 
annually." 
Most of the sickness is preventable and 
the cost is high. 
Some of the deaths 
are hardly worth preventing from the 
{ race and economic point of view, but 
the greater number should be saved 
for economy's sake if for no other rea- 
son. It is wasteful for the state to pay 
out three hundred dollars per capita to 
educate its youths and then let a few 
thousands or even a few hundreds die 
about the time they arrive at the pro- 
ductive and useful age.^ In 1914 the 
deaths* in the ago period, 15 to 30, 
numbered 1,691. This was a great loss, 
for those with strength to live to the 
ago of fifteen, should not die until the 
natural span of life is reached. 
On 
this basis, at least 1,600 of these lives 
should have been saved and would liave 
been saved under a wise and practical 
government. 
The mon-^y loss at $5,000 
per head—the A'alue of a human life 
sustained by the courts—A. ould be $8,-

John C. Werkman Tells 


Why Convention Hall 
Will Be a Help. 


OTHER SPEAKERS 


ARE HEARD TODAY 


Much Interest and Enthusi- 
asm Mark Meetings Held 
at Two Plants. 


"As a man who has been connected 
^'ith organized labor for thirty years, 
during: twenty-seven 
years of which 
time I have held official positions, I 
want to say I am for this great as- 
sembly hall project," 
said 
John 
C. 
Werkman in an address today noon 
at the plant of the Indiana Road Ma- 
chine company. 
"I certainly 
would 
not favor any proposition that would 
!n any way injure the workingmen— 
they're my kind." 


Both of the noon 
meetings today 
were full of interest not only to the 
men who heard but to those who par- 
ticipated in the speaking program. At 
the Indiana Road :Machine company's 
plant, there were gathered also 
the 
men employed in the plant of the Mor- 
ton 
Manufacturing 
companj- 
and 
the Nickel 
Plate round house. 
The 
arrangements were in charge of Wal- 
ter Butz, superintendent of the road 
machine plant. 
George 
^I. Haffner 
presided. 


William 
Fruechtenicht, 
the 
first 
speaker, referred 
to the 
convention 
hall as a proposition on which all par- 
ties, political 
or religious can unite. 
As a member of the earlier committees 
engaged in the effori. to secure a con- 
•\-ention hall, he reviewed the experi- 
ences of the earlie: workers and the 
discouragements they encountered. He 
referred to the present paying munic- 
ipal utilities and predicted equal suc- 
cess for the proposed municipal aud- 
itorium. 
He explained the working of 
the plan to provide the city's sinking 
fund from which the municipal audi- 
torium will be erectcd, and told of 
the benefits to come to e\ery citizen 
whether wealthy or of small means. 


Mr. Werkman's Address. 
John C. Werkman said in part: 
"Fellow Workingmen: 
I am heartily 
in favor of this assembly hall, for the 
reason that the lack of it is one of the 
things that is retarding and has re- 
tfirdcd the growth of Fort Wayne. The 
continued lack of it may make it dif- 
ficult for us to hold our place as Indi- 
ana's second city. 


"Several years ago when tlie ques- 
tion of the estaldishment of the mu- 
nicipal lighting plant came up for con- 
siderution, it took a long time to con- 
vince the people that it was a good 
thing. 
They had to be assured that it 
would be for the good of all. 
Who 
now 
would 
think 
of giving up 
our 
municipal lighting plant? 


''The .'jaiiie cxjicri. iifc came up in con- 
nection with the municipal waterworks 
But who would give uj) the city-owned 
water ])lant now? 


"Several years ago wlien I was a dele- 
gate to the state labor convention they 
came to us and wanted us to invite the 
body to Fort \Va vne. but we reiiieiiibored 
our last experience when we invited the 
convention to this city. 
crowded

It was embarrassing to 
have to turn down this appeal, but we 
did it. 


"The asseinbly hall will not raise your 
taxes now and it won't do it in thè fu- 
ture, eitJier.

The only thing this conven- 
tional hall will do is to keep the city in 
debt a little l(jiigcr. but the law says 
that just as long as there is any debt at 
all this same T) cents on the $100 of as- 
sessed valuation will remain, and it will 
be there whether we have this convention 
hall or not. 


"You have seen how this plan 
was 
heartily endorsed by the Federation of 
Labor. 
You well know that whenever 
anything comes up before the federation 
that asks for an increase of taxes, it gets 
voted down. 
I can't be accused of put- 
ting it through, because I wasn't there. 


"We have every reason to believe it 
win be self-sustaining. We have 
heard 
that grand opera can be heard in it at a 
email price. 
I am glad to know this. 
I 
would like to hear grand opera as well 
as anybody, but I cannot afford it as it 
is now^. 
And, too, we will be able to 
hear the country's great men, the great 
musical organizations and all that at a 
low price. 
That will be a spendid thing 
for the man of moderate means." 


The meeting closed with a few addi- 
tional explanatory words by Mr. HalT- 
ler.

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Hughes on the Defensive 


Eeeent revelations of some of the inner working of the national 
campaign in his behalf have forced Mr. Hughes to take the defensive. 
The republican presidential nominee felt impelled to devote practical- 
ly his entire time on the platform in New York Tuesday night to a 
denial that he had any ''secret understandings" whatever witli any 
element, and that he did not want the support of ''anyoiu» who has 
any interest superior to that of the United States."' 
There could 
hardly be more definite indication that Mr. Hughes realizes that his 
cause is in a woeful slump and that the attempts to save it have reached 
the point where only desperate remedies afford any basis for hope 
whatever. Between the O'Learys and the Roosevelts, with thir radi- 
cal propagandas, Mr. Hughes' troubles are multiplying at a most pro- 
digious rate. 


Yet from the outset in this race ^Mr. Iluglies has been forced by 
circumstances into a hopeless fight against sonietliing ratlier than a 
militant championing of something. He has been the violent critic of 
things as they are, but without definite altenuitive to offer instead. 
He has been negative throughout. He raps and he scores and he 
criticizes, but he does not construct. 
What he purposes to offer in 
exchange is a matter of glittering generality and not of spécifie prom- 
ise. As against the clear-cut program, the definite record and the 
actually demonstrated results of four years of Wilson, now enjoyed 
in the form of diplomatic triumph that had its fruitage in peace, and 
legislative enactment that established justice and gave to business a 
freedom it had never before enjoyed, Mr. Hughes is able to present 
only unvarying complaint and a plea that may jingle well enough, but 
leaves one wondering at the end what he means and what it's ail 
about. You can have a certainty by electing Mr. Wilson, or you can 
take a chance by electing Mr. Hughes. 


Speaking before the civics and social welfare department of a 
woman's club organization at Indianapolis, John W. Holtzman, a 
former mayor of that city, put forward the rather unique suggestion 
that each city should have two mayors—one to take care of the po- 
litical end of the administration and the other to handle the business 
affairs. It is Mr. Holtzman's view that this method would enable the 
people to get full value in govennnental returjis for their taxes, and 
yet be allowed to express their sentiment by the ballot as to their 
desires for an administration with an ''open" or a "closed" city. It 
is due Mr. Holtzman to say that he exi)ressed the conviction that it 
would not be long until no one would wish to run on the "liberal" 
ticket, and that in the end better city goverinnent would result. Yet 
Mr. Holtzman "s extraordinary proposal is based on the wholly un- 
tenable stand that, despite the state laM'S, any tOAvn which wants to 
run as an "open" concern has a perfect right to do so. The infer- 
ence is that laws arc binding onlj^ when the people in a given locality 
choose to abide by them—a condition wholly repugnant to those who 
realize that public safety and private well-being depend first of all 
on the upholding of law, and that the part of good citizenship is strict 
conformity to it. And, besides, why should there be a "political end" 
at all to anything so essentially a business concern as is an incor- 
porated city? The farther a city administration gets away from 
politics the better that city government is going to be. 


National Chairman McCormick has just been sued for another 
$100,000 damages by Mr. O'Leary as a result of the democratic com- 
mittee's charges regarding the campaign activities of the American 
Independence league, but by this time Mr. McCormick has doubtless 
begun to get used to it. He can look 'em squarely in the face without 
batting an eye and go right ahead putting more punch behind his 
charges. 


Still, one cannot help wondering if the estimable gentlemen who 
are lustily crying for a change from the peaceful policies of President 
[Wilson would be as vociferous in proclaiming their individual pur- 
pose to enlist if, as the logical outcome of some other than the Wil- 
son attitude, we should, unhappily, find ourselves embroiled in war. 
Are they willing to assume the responsibility of their preachment 
with its ominous uncertainties or are they merely talking campaign 
stuff? 


The heckler, that pugnacious individual who from the audience 
seeks to embarass a political speaker with whom he does not agree 
by interpolating queries which he regards as posers, is becoming un- 
asually prevalent in this campaign^—and he has not yet learned that 
he invariably gets the worst of it.

his one day stay in Denver.

Roosevelt urged that compulsoiy train- 
ing would redound to the benefit of the 
nation by increasing democracy, develop- 
ing American youth piiysically and men- 
tally and aiding 
the 
country's social 
and industrial developmenc.

changed offices for political support. 


The 
colonel 
divided 
his 
afternoon 
speech which primarily wa« to the wom- 
en of the state, between an appeal to 
them to vote for Charles E. Hughes for 
president, and a sharp criticism of the 
administration's

and 
Mexican 
policies. 
lie declared the passage of a 
constitutional 
amendment 
enfranchis- 
ing women was the most practical and 
expedient goal for the suffragets no)v 
and asserted Mr. Hughes would main- 
tain his announced stand in favor oi" 
this amendment. 


The colonel told the women's meeting 
that if he had been president and had 
sent President Wilson's "strict account- 
ability 
message 
to 
Germany," 
there 
would have been no more ships sunk— 
unless 
there

fight 
afterwards. 
The Lusitania was sunk with its 1,30 i 
deaths as a consequence, because other 
nations believed we ijould welcome be- 
ing kept out of war.

Indianapolis, Ind., Oct. 25.—The re- 
port of the board of state 
charities 
made public today shows that during 
the year 1915 more than $435,489 w a s 
given to the poor and that relief w a s 
given 97,292 persons. 
A summary of 
the relief work contained in the report 
follows: 


During the year 97,292 persons re- 
ceived help fr.om the township 
over- 
seers of the poor. The aid given them 
amounted to $435,489.88, compared with 
1914, there w a s an increase of 18,723' 
in the number of persons. helped and 
an increase of $42,351.72 in the amount 
of relief. 
Of the whole number of 
persons aided, 47,876 were men and 
boys, 49,416 were women and girls—49 
per cent males and 51 per cent females. 
About one-half, 48,554, were 
children 
under 17 years of age. They were about 
equally divided as to sex. Those be- 
tween the ages of 17 and 60 years 
numbered 41,466 or 42 per cent. 
In 
this group there were more 
women 
than men, 21,814 women and 19,652 men. 
Those more than 60 years of age n u m - 
bering 6,881, constituted a little more 
than 7 per cent. The ages of 391 or less 
than 1 per cent were not specifled.

Of all the insect pests of wheat the 
Hessian fly is most destructive. 
It was 
first introduced into this country in 
straw brought from Europe by the 
Hessian soldiers in revolutionary days. 


It is widely distributed and does 
more or less injury locally every year. 
Like most of our destructive pests, 
however, 
it 
ajipears 
as 
a 
general 
Bcou?e:e more or less periodically fol- 
lowing a series of favorable years> One 
or more drj- summers followed by mild 
winters usually brings on Hessian fly 
troubles. 
The dry weather keeps the 
pest in the resting condition in the 
stubble and also prevents the plowing 
under of stubble and then with the 
early fall rains, wheat is sown early 
and the flies appear and lay their eggs 
on the young wheat. 
These are the 
ideal conditions for an outbreak of 
the fly. 


The injurj-- to wheat Is flue to the 
work of tfie maggot or larval stage of 
the fly. The small, dark, winged, mos-

The maggot rasps on the ten- 


females lay an average of 100 eggs. 
When the eggs hatch the small mag- 
gots pass down between the leaf and 
the small stalk to feed on the stalk. 
By the time cold weather comes, the 
maggots are full fed and change to 
the brown flaxseed stage. In this form 
they spend the winter below ground 
in the crown of the wheat plant. About 
the mldtHe of April they hatch and 
the first brood of Hessian flies appears. 
These flies lay eggs which hatch dur- 
ing May, producing the spring brood 
of maggots. 
In case of a warm, damp 
spring these may mature and produce 
a second brood of flies which pass the 
summer in the wheat stubble in th^ 
flaxseed stage. 
It Is this brood which 
Is mainly responsible for the destmc- 
tive fall swarms of files. 


While this is the normal cycle, some 
years additional secondary broods may 
appear and during a dry spring the 
secondary spring brood may not ap- 
pear at all. 
Cool, dry weather always 
retards the 
development 
of

while warm, damp weather hastens it. 
If there is an excess of moisture dur- 
ing the summer the flies may come

If the weather 
is favorable tillers are usually pro- 
duced and the crop is not completely 
destroyed, unless tJie infestations be 
very severe. 
In the spring the wheat 
may start off strong and thrifty, but as 
soon as the rains cease and the spring 
brood of maggots begins to feed, the 
wheat stops growing and turns yellow. 
When the pest is not too abundant the 
wheat may head out and produce a 
partial corp, though the heads do not 
fill properly and the grain is light. The

tinues until it is ripe.

vere Infestations no heads form at all. 


The development of the Hessian fly 
is similar to that of other flies. The 
adult winged fly lays eg.gs on the wheat 
leaves. 
These hatch into very small, 
whitish maggots which feed on the 
sap of the plant. 
When nearly full 
fed tlie maggot may appear green due 
to the green sap it contains.

full fed the maggot turns brown and 
takes on the shape of a flaxseed.

Life History—The adult flies of the 
fall brood appear in the fields early in 
September, and the females 
scatter 
about to lay their eggs on the young 
wheat plants as soon as they are large 
enough. 
These eggs are laid In regu- 
lar rows of one to a dozen along the 
veins on the upper side of the wheat 


blades. 
The individual egg is very 
small, about 
one.fiftieth of an inch 
long, of a glossy reddiah color. 
In 
about three to five days these 
eggs 
hatch into small reddish larvae scarce, 
ly larger than the egg from wljich they 
hatched, 
and. these 
larvae 
migrate 
down the 
blade 
between 
the 
leaf- 
sheath and the stem until they reach 
a point near the root. Here they stos. 
begin to absorb the plant juices, and 
cause a gall-like enlargement or swell- 
ing at the point of attack. 
They grow 
rapidly, and three weeks later are 
thick, 
whitish 
maggots 
about 
one- 
eighth of an inch long. 


Once fully grown the larvae con- 
tract, leaving their outer skins to form 
hard, dark brown shells, 
commonly 
known as flaxseeds or puparia, and re- 
main in this condition andi situation 
through the winter. 
Inside these flax- 
seeds the white larvae may be found 
until toward spring when they change 
to the pupa stage. 
Early in April the 
pupae push off the end of the flaxseeds

The 
only hope of the wheat grower lies In 
prevention, as once the growlns crop 
is infested nothing can be done to les- 
sen the damage. 


In the case of spring wheat, sowing

permit so that the plants may get a 


good growth and be in better condition 
to withstand the spring crop of mag- 
gots. 
Where spring wheat is mined 
by the fly it should he destroyed by 
harrowing, disking or pasturing. 


Where rotations are posóme they 
furnish the best method of starving 
the fly on an infested Add. Wheat fol. 
lowing infested wheat may keep the 
fly alive where other crops gtre the fly 
no chance to winter. 
Barley and rye 
also support the fly, and should not be 
used In soc^ rotations.

Eggs are laid back on the 
wheat during April and early May and 
the same development is gone through 
as in the fall, except that the migrat- 
ing larvae locate in the first or second 
joints above the roots. 
They become 
grown and enter the flaxseed stage 
before harvest, remaining in the stub- 
ble through the summer if it is noi^ 
mally dry, to give forth the adult flies 
of the fall brood in September; but if 
the summer is rainy many will come 
forth 
soon " after 
harvest 
and 
go 
through an additional summer brood 
on the volunteer wheat. 
. The injury by the Hessian fly is done 
during the fall and spring by 
the 
growing larvae of the two broods. 
In 
the fall the first effect of attack is to 
cause the wheat to become abnormally 
dark green and to tiller freely, later 
turning yellowish and brownish and 
finally killing the affected blades. 
The 
field then appears dead in spots, or 
sometimes over the whole field. Badly 
attacked plants may later recover if 
there is plenty of moisture. 
In the 
spring the presence of the larvae in 
the lower joints interferes with the sap 
flow and weakens the straw, so that 
the heads fall to fill and toward har- 
vest the straw is apt to crinkle or 
break at the point of attack so that 
the grain becomes badly lodged and 
often 
not 
worth 
harvesting. 
Only 
wheat, rye and barley among our cul- 
tivated grains are 
attacked 
by 
the 
Hessian fly. 


Rotation of crops Is a practicable 
Hessian fly control measure, for not

Tbe Reindeer One of 
Alaska's Big Indnstriea 


There are not less than 30,000 do- 
mesticated reindeer in Alaska today, 
according to estimates of the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture. 
This means that 
the reindeer industry is by far the 
largest 
agricultural 
proposition 
in 
Alaska at this time, and more strin- 
gent government measures should b« 
taken to prevent the rapid destruction 
of these animals. 
The industry under 
scientific management should develop 
raiïidly, according to experts, and the 
present herds form a very promising 
basis upon which a great industry may 
be built. 


It apnears that there have been iis^ 
stances of cross-breeding domesticated 
reindeer and the native wild caribou. 
It is thought that the blood of the lat- 
ter could be used to good advantage 
in building up the reindeer herds. 
At 
preseht the domesticated deer seem to 
decrease in size and otherwise degen- 
erate because of the lack of careful se- 
lection of breeding animals. The cari- 
bou are superior In size and vigor, but 
are not of so wild a nature as to make 
their domestication impracticable. 


That portion of Alaska which offers 
the fewest other agricultural 
oppor- 
tunities is the region best suited to the 
reindeer. 
So the industrj' may be de- 
veloped without encroaching on other 
lines of farming. 
The '' existence 
of 
white reindeer-moss in all the Arctic 
region of Alaska permits the occu- 
pancy 
of 
vast 
regions 
that 
would 
otherwise be uninhabitable. The rein- 
deer subsist mainly 
on 
this 
native 
herbage winter and summer. They re- 
quire no shelter and little care beyond 
the restraint of a herder to keep them 
from wandering. 
The meat is of ex- 
cellent quality and the skins are valu- 
able- 
In Europe the deer are used for 
dairy and transportation purposes, and 
while little attempt has thus far been 
made in our territory along these lines, 
there are possibilties of similar devel- 
opment. 


At present the individual ownerehip 
of reindeer is principally restricted to 
Eskimos and Indians. 
Some of the 
missions still possess herds and there 
are a few government herds. î\o breed- 
ing deer may be sold to whites. 
The 
Alaska division of the Bureau of Edu- 
cation has supervision of all herds, the 
teachers of the Government school for 
native children located nearest a herd 
having immediate charge. 


According to the Investigators, there 
are unsurpassed cattle and sheep rais- 
ing lands to be found on the Alaskan 
islands and in certain places near tha 
shore on tbe mainland. Winter forage 
for cattle and sheep is provided large- 
ly from the native grasses, both hay 
and silage being made. 
The practica- 
bility of raising stock, however, excepl 
in small 
herds close 
to 
individual 
farms has not been suflîciently investi- 
gated to warrant more than an intima- 
tion of its possibilities. 
There are se- 
rious obstacles to be considered: th« 
long winters, boggy land, mosquitoes 
and carnivorous animals. 
These ob- 
jections, however, do not interfere se- 
riously with the reindeer industry.

will be attractive to the farmer boy, 
even though he does not leave 
the 
farm for the city. 


There never has been a time when it 
was not really easier to make a living 
obt on the farm than in the city, that 
Is for the average human. There never 
has been a time when the cities did 
not reek with dirt and misery and 
crime. 
There never was a time when 
the individual did not stand for a lot 
more out in the country or small town 
than in the big city. 


Why, just go to a city like New York 
and realize how mighty small and few 
in the hill you really are. Nobody cares 
/or you while you are alive and nobody 
sares when you are dead. 
See the fu- 
neral procession of even the moder- 
ately well-to-do citizen. 
The horses 
that haul the hearse are going at a 
brisk trot in order to get the ordeal over 
as soon as possible. 
On every street 
you can see 
poor, 
miserable, 
half- 
starved and half-clad human beings, 
»nd yet they won't leave the city. They 
would rather st8,y tn the dty and take 
ehances of starvation and disease than 


to live in the country where they would 
have a certainty of plenty to eat and 
enough to wear to at least keep them 
comfortable.

they are not acquainted. 


Here are also several reasons why 
boys should not leave tbe farm: 


1. Farming is the most independent 
life.

3. No business in which you flnd so 
many leisure hours.

No business in which success is 
so assured.

The control of disease in the fleld 
and in the storage bins will enabU 
sweet potato growers to extend the 
marketing season and to dispose of a 
greater portion of their crop at the 
higher prices which prevail in the win- 
ter. 
At present many growers, espe- 
cially the smaller ones, sell their en- 
tire crop at digging time when prices 
are low, while those who store their 
potatoes lose heavily from the various 
storage rots. 


The 
means 
of 
securing 
healthy 
crops, therefore, must be the exclusion 
of the germs from the fields and from 
the seed and fertilizer used in the 
growing of the potato» 
The methods 
used in the prervention of these dis- 
eases Include the 
tr^tment 
of th© 
seed, the hot bed and the field. 


The seed potatoes must be carefully 
selected the year before at dlgslng 
time from hUls which are known to 
contain hrálthy plaints. 
This may be 
determined by splittins the stem of 
the plants and ezamlnlng the Interior 
for Indications of rot 
The seed poto- 
toes themselves should- be examined 
again before planting for evidences of 
disease. 
Where slip, s e e d ^ la used, 
equal care'must be taken t ^ t the cut- 
tings 
are 
made 
from 
disease-free 
plantSL 


Fully as. Important as the growin» 
of sweet potatoes! is the protection of 
them from disease while, In stbrage. 
Sound potatoes only sh.ould be stored. 
In particiilar, any tubera affected, with 
black rot should .be thrown out to pre- ! 


vent the spread of this disease to the 
other potatoes In the bins. 
The stor- 
age rots, of which there are a nirmber 
of kinds—such as soft, ring, and dry 
rots—can be controlled only by the 
adoption of rigid methods of sanitation 
in the bin and by handling the pota- 
toes 
with 
care 
to prevent bruising. 
Regulation of temperature Is also im- 
portant 


Sweet potatoes should be handled 
with as great care as are apples or or- 
anges. 
They are especially susceptible 
to bruises, which open up the skin and 
allow the entrance of disease spores. 
They should be dug before freezing, 
well dried in the fleld. and put in 
crates from which they should not be 
removed at all. 
Storing In crat«s pre- 


Sweet Potato R o t 


vents the spread of potato diseases to 
a great extent by' permitting of ^ t t e r 
ventilation and more even temperature 
throughout the storage bin. When the 
potatoes are first stored and for ten 
days thereafter, the storehouse should 
be kept at a temperature of from SO** 
to 85* F. 
This will drive off much of 


the moisture, and sufBcient venlfl»» 
tion, therefore, should be provided for 
its escape. 
The temperature should 
then be gradually lowered to 50® or 55* 
F. and maintained at that point 


After the potatoes are taken out of 
the storehouse, and before the next 
crop is püt in, bins and crates should 
bo thoroughly disinfected with a solu« 
tion of copper sulphate. 
This is mad« 
by using one pound of copper sulphat« 
to twenty-five gallons of water. It will 
be necessary to apply 
the 
sohition 
twice, with an intervail of twenty-four 
hours between the two applications. 


There is no doubt that careful stor- 
age will enable the farmers of 
the 
United States to market a much larger 
percentage of the crop of sweet pota- 
toes in the winter, when prices are 
good. 


Farmers' Bulletin No. 714. a new 
publication of the U. & Department of 
Agriculture, offers suggestions ftor the 
improvement of this situation by pro- 
tecting the stock from disease, both in 
the field and in the storage bin. 
Five 
field diseases—stem rot black rot, foot 
rot scurf and root rot—are described 
and directions for their control given. 
They are caused by fungi which in- 
vade the plants and their roots, and 
infest not only the plants but the soil 
Itself, and may be carried to new areas 
and plants by insects, farm animals, 
infected implements, drainage water, 
wind, or diseased roots or tubers. The 
fungi are also often spread in manur* 
used as fértil I»er.

Testimony of the blue-eyed coimtry 
girl, whose face is marked by the poison 
she tried to take to save her baby from 
disgrace, when caught in rooms on West 
Main street, Tuesday night, convicted 
C. S. Townley, alias Bert Sherman, in 
police court Wednesday of the charge of 
carrying on an illegal traffic. 


Scathing words accompanied the sen- 
tence which Attorney H. L. Somers, act- 
ing as special judge in the case, in pr»- 
lice court Wednesday morning, imposed 
upon Townley.

Townley was fined $100 and costs and 
sentenced to thirty days in jail. 
He or 
dered the case appealed and put up $300 
appeal bond. 


Townley had testified that the rooms 
over 112 West Main street 
Avere being 
looked after by Mrs. Bert Raucli, who 
is now in Lagrange. 
He said he was 
only a boarrfer in the place. He denied 
taking any money from Pearl Williams, 
the girl who tried to take poison when 
police i-aided the nlace. 


Police testified that they had received

hilt were unable to make arrests before. 
They told how the Williams girl had 
cried, "You can take me dead, hut nof 
alive," as she ran for her room Tuesday 
night when police entered the hall.

Bids for New Battleships 
Go Very Close to Out- 
side Cost Limit. 


Washington, Oct. 25.—When bids for 
four new battleships and twenty de- 
stroyers—the largest single order ever 
placed by the navy—^were opened today, 
it was disclosed that the govemmeni; 
faces the soaring prices of 
structural 
materials in perfecting the naA-y build- 
ing program. 
Although the department 
had allowed .$3,000,000 more for each 
battleship than it did last year 
and 
placed a limit of $11,500,000 for hull 
and machinery alone, the bidding ran 
with a close margin. 


All bids of the Fore River Ship Build- 
ing company, controlled by the Bethle- 
hem 
Steel 
company, 
were 
submitted 
with the express stipulation that they 
were based on current prices for mate- 
rial and labor. 
The company proposed 
that the government pay any inoreas" 
and let the federal trade determine the 
figures. 
The Cramps submitted no fig- 
ures at all, but proposed to build the 
ships at cost and take a constructor's 
profit of 10 per cent. 
The details of 
the bids or to whom the contracts will 
be awarded cannot be determined until 
the figures have been studied thoroughly 
by the navy constructors. 


The opinion of the navy constructors, 
based on a hurried exaniination of the 
bids, is that all are sufficiently withip 
the limit of cost, to permit all the ships 
being built by private 
builders 
and 
there will be no necessity of construc 
tion in government yards unless as a 
question of policy it should be thougiit 
desirable.

It is expected at Washington that within a very few clays Pres 


iclent Wilson will announce the personnel of the tariff commission, the 
board Recently created by congress to make a non-partisan study o 
1-he tariff problem and to submit its conclusions for the guidance of 
the law-makers in tho future. It may fairly be expected, too, that 
this board will he composed of big, broad-guaged, capable men who 
will rise completely above the realm of partisan politics and apply 
simple business sense to the problems before them. Nor should it be 
forgotten at this time that it was the Wilson. administration that 
took this advanced step as a part of its very definite and well-accom- 
plished program of advanced legislation. 


The attitude of the two great parties on the tariff affords a con- 


trast that is particularly striking and interesting just at this time. 
Mr. Hughes has been far too busy with his carping criticism of the 
president to devote a great deal of attention to the tariff in the pres- 
ent campaign. His tariff discussions have been merely incidental to 
his denunciation of everything the president has dotfe' as altogether 
wrong. But not so with Mr. Fairbanks and the lesser lights of the re- 
publican oratorical coterie. Far and wide, early and late, long and 
loudly they are proclaiming a purpose to return to olden days and 
the reinstatement of the high tariff barons in power. They are'ap- 
pealing once more for a return to the conditions that led to popular 
revolt a few years ago because burdens had become unbearable.

ment of Agriculture. This means that

Alaska at this time, and more atrln- 
gent government measures should b« 
taken to prevent the rapid destruction 
of these animals. The industry under 
scientific management should develop 
rapidly, according to experts, and the 
present herds form a very promising 
basis upon which a greai industry may 
be built.

The control of disease in the Held 


and in the storage bins will enabl* 
sweet potato growers to extend tht 
marketing season and to dispose of a 
greater portion of their crop at the 
higher prices which prevail in the win- 
ter. At present many growers, espe- 
cially the smaller on??, sell their en- 
tire crop at digging time when prices 
are low, while those who store their 
potatoes lose heavily from tho various 
storage rots. 


The means of securing healthy 


crops, therefore, must be the exclusion 
of the germs from the fields and from 
the seed and fertilizer used in the 
growing of the potatoes- The methods 
used in the prevention of these dis- 
eases include the treatment of the 
seed, the hot bed and the fleld. 


The cecd potatoes must be carefully 


selected the year before at digging 
time from hills which arc known to 
contain healthy plants. This may bo 
determined by splitting the stem of 
the plants and examining the interior 
for indications of rot 
The seed pota- 


toes themselves should be examinee 


vent the spread of this disease to the 
other potatoes In the bins. The stor- 
age rots, of which there axe a number 
of kinds—such as soft, ring, and dry 


rota—can be controlled only by the 
adoption of rigid methods of sanitation 
in the bin and by handling the pota- 
toes with care to prevent bruising. 
Regulation of temperature is also im- 
portant. 


Sweet potatoes should be handled 


with as great care as are apples or or- 
anges. Thoy are especially susceptible 
o bruises, which open up the skin and 
allow the entrance of disease spores. 
They should fce dug before freezing, 
well dried In tho field, and put in 
crates from which they should not be 
removed at all. Storing in crates pre-

publication of the TJ. S. Department of, 
Agriculture, offers suggestions for the 
improvement of this situation by pro- 
tecting the stock from disease, both in 
the field and In the storage bin. Five 
field diseases—stem rot, black rot, foot 
rot. scurf and root rot—are described 
and directions for their control given. 
They are caused by fungi which in- 
vade the plants and their roots, and 
Infest not only the plants but the soil 
itself, and may bo carried to new areas 
and plants by insects, farm animals, 
infected implements, drainage water, 
wind, cr diseased roots or tubers. Tho 
fungi are also often spread in manur« 
used as fertilizer.
